nor otherwise; therefore regarding 
these difficulties as local, (serious, and to be 
much regretted.) but not of sufficient importance 
to become an element in national politics at this 
time. 

The discovery made by the majority of your 
committee, set forth in tlieir third resolution, 
which is as follows — “3 d. That the policy of rely- 
ing upon ihc enemies of the Union to administer the 
affairs of the Union, is unwise and reprehensible ” — 
is so novel and of such a startling character, 
as ure of ptdiev, bearing immediately ou a ) that the serious discussion ot its real merits 
‘ * - •*- would, most likely, consume more time and re- 



w herein they differ from the Administration, It 
was to be expected that the Adtninisiiralion, 
placed in power by a party holding to certain 
principles of government and certain views of 
policy, should faithfully adhere thereto; and 
your committee, instead of making this a cause 
of complaint or criticism, regard it as altogeth- 
er proper and commendable. 

When incited, however, by the message, to 
view the acts of the Administration iu terms of 
unqualified praise, they cannot fail to perceive 
a measure of policy, bearing immediately on a 
“section" of the party iu power, but the princi- 
ple of the act and its consequences very inter- 
esting to all the people of the-v States, from 
which they must ever not only withhold their 
approbation, but which they unqualifiedly con- 
demn, and against which they direct their ear- 
nest protest. 

Your committco refer to the late act of the 
Administration, bringing to bear the power and 
patronage of the Federal Government upon the 
ia->t New York Stale election. 

The ground upon w hich the removal of Col- 
lector Bronson was placed by the Administra- 
tion, lo wit : the neglect of that officer to ap- 
point a certain proportion of the Free soil “sec- 
tion" of the party to place under him, is itself 
indefensible, has been condemned by the people 
of New York, and is especially insufficient to 
justify the interference of the Federal Govern- 
ment in the manner and at the. crisis. 

And, first. The crisis . — A Slate election, in- 
volving Slate issues of no ordinary magnitude, 
was pending. The Administration parly (or 
pa ties) was divided on thesd Stale issues and 
their peculiar views of the slavery question. 
Judge Bronson gave his adherence to that “sec- 
tion’’ of the party with whose principles, State 
and national, he coincided, in a decorous letter, 
which was published. The Administration 
seized the occasion, on the eve of the election, 
to remove him ou the alleged ground above sta- 
ted. 

Second. The manner . — The interference was 
immediately against an “honest, capable, faith- 
ful" public servant at the time engaged in the 
efficient and faithful discharge ol his duties, 
and directed, through this public servant, 
against the friends of the Union — the national 
“section" of the party in New York, and in fa- 
vor of the men of the Buifalo Platform, and their 
more recent and scarce loss implicated allies. 

This act of interfetence in the local politics of 
a sovereign state, was preceded and followed by 
extraordinary marks of favor shown to the lead- 
ers of the Free soil party, (who had defeated 
Cass and Butler,) by their appointment to some 
of the highest offices. And Judge Bronson’s 
successor w as taken from the party who had 
coalesced with and were controlled by the Van 
Buren power — who himself opposed the Erie 
canal enlargement, (a measure of State policy 
merely,) and who, while occupy ing a high office 
under the Federal Government, in conjunction 
with the Free* soil postmaster and surveyor of 
the port of New York, had left his post ol duty 
in the city and had proceeded to Syracuse, to 
control, (“by authority." as was there proclaimed,) 
the free action of the delegates of a portion of 
the people of the State of New York. 

This interference of the Federal Government, 
by its office-holders, in Slate elections, and this 
proscription of the friends of the Union and the 
rights of the South, is a wide departure, not 
aioiic from the early faith aud practice of the 
government, but. from the policy to which the 
supporters of the present Executive pledged 
him before the people in the Presidential can- 
vass, and must meet the condemnation of every 
lover of republican institutions aud the Union, 
without distinction of party. 

Your committee therefore beg leave to submit 
the following joint resolutions, expressive of 
their views in the premises, with a recommenda- 
tion that they do pass.

Resolved by the. General Assembly of the Com- 
| mon wealth of Kentucky, Not herein intending to 
express any opinion iu relation to the general 
principles and policy of the present Administra- 
tion, disapprove its late interference in the local 
election and politics of the State of New York, 
amongst other things manifested iu the removal 
of Collector Bronson. 

2d. That the National Democrats of New 
York, who so valieutly opposed, in 1848, the 
dangerous doctrines of the Buffalo Platform, 
.°nd that party uuder the lead of Martin Van 
Buren, which promulgated and advocated those 
anti-national free soil doctrines, were entitled to 
the thanks and gratitude of the friends of the 
Union, and had a jufit right to expect the confi- 



quire more ability than could possibly be 
brought to bear by the undersigned in that rea- 
sonable time he h s allotted to himself for this 
report. Therefore, he must content himself 
with the expression of a hope, that if either 
member of the committee should hereafter be 
called to the Presidential chair, that he will bo 
governed by the wise admonitions contained in 
the resolution. 

In casting about, in order to ascertain what 
would seem to be my duty as a member of your 
committee, and alt hough in the minority, I beg 
leave to subuiit, with this report, the following 
resolutions, expressive of my views in the pre- 
mises, as a substitute for the report of the majori- 
ty, with a hope that they may be adopted. 

T. W. \V. DeCOURCY. 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That the biil now before 
Congress, establishing territorial governments 
for Nebraska and Kansas, so far as it secures to 
the citizens of every part of our common couu- 
try equality of rights in entering those territo- 
ries with such property as convenience or incli- 
nation may dictate, meets the hearty approba- 
tion of the people of Kentucky. 

2d. That we hail with hearty congratulations 
the spirit of firmness exhibited by the President 
of tlie United Slates and his Cabinet in thesup- 

i iort of the principles embodied iu what are 
mown as the Compromise Acts of lb’50, aud 
have full faith that iu the unchanging patriotism 
of Congress the precious rights of all sections 
of the l mon to equal participation in the bles- 
sings of government will remain inviolate. 

3d. That the Constitution wisely intrusted to 
the President the power, as the common repre- 
sentative of all the States, to appoint subordi- 
nate administrative officers, and, as a necessary 
incident thereto, the power of removal, whenev- 
er in his judgment the common good required 
its exercise; and we hold it to be his duty when- 
ever subordinate officers are, from any cause,, 
likely to become instrumental iu weakeuiog the 
common fellowship, either by forming novel, 
tests of fitness for office, or by indiscretion iu 
the advancement of sectional interests, to exer- 
cise his legitimate power, for harmony, by re- 
moving such officer.

And in this connection, Mr. Speaker, permit j 
me to allude to an iucidenl of touching interest ! 
related to me a few days since by the honorable i 
Chairman of the Monument Association. Some j 
time last fall, perhaps during his visit to New 
York on business connected with the monument, ! 
he was present at an enthusiastic meeting of the 
friends of Mr. Clay, held for the purpose of 
promoting this enterprise, and after several in- j 
teresting and spirit-stirring speeches had been 
made in commendation and encouragement of 
the project, an old weather beaten tar — who had 
been for many years a sea captain in the iner- ! 
chant service, rose to his feet with tremulous 
emotion, and remarked that his heart was too 
full for utterance, but as the meeting was held 
in honor of the seaman's friend and defender, he 
could not withhold his homage; and that there 
was one incident connected with his eventful 
sea-faring life, which had awakened in his 
breast a livelier interest for Mr. Clay than any 
thing he had ever seen or heard or read of him 
in his own country. He stated that many years 
before, during a long and wearisome voyage, he i 
determined to disembark on the coasts of South i 
America, and spend a short time upon land. 
He accordingly procured a mule and set out to > 
reconnoitre the country in quest of recreation 
and amusement; and after traveling some Ume, 
without meeting with anything of special in- 
terest, he at length descried in the distance a 
tall and beautiful shaft glittering in the sunlight 
and standing out in bold relief upon the plain 
before him. Curiosity at once prompted him to 
take it in his line of travel, and as he drew near 
he discovered that it was a beautiful and ele- 
gant monument, and alter spending some time j 
in contemplating its architectural beauty and ‘ 
finish, aud speculating upon its probable design, 
lie was abouL turning to depart when his eye 
caught an inscription, and on alighting from his 
mule and examining it more closely lie found 
that it bore the name of “Henry Cla y,the chain 
pi on of South American independence.** And “gen- 
tlemen,” said the gallant old tar, wiping the 
honest, manly tears fropi his sunburnt cheek, “ 1 
never knew what it was to love my illustrious coun- 
tryman until 1 had spent an hour in silent compan- 
ionship with him at the base of his monument in that 
land of strangers.’* 

Mr. Speaker, if ill fated Greece is willing to 
expend her treasure in honoring the name of 
Clay, and if South America can generously 
open her coffers to erect a monument to bis 
memory, surely we need not distrust the State 
pride and liberality of his own beloved and de- 
voted Kentucky — the State of his early adop- 
tion — tho theatre of his earliest trials and tri- 
umphs — the nurse of his geniu? — his political 
Alma Mater, to which lie ever clung with un- 
swerving fidelity and with the wildest idolatry, 
throughout all the changing fortunes of his 
eventful life, and in whose maternal l>osoni it 
was his desire aud hope that he should find al 
last the urn of his sleeping dust! 

Thus identified with him in political fame 
and fortune, from the commencement even to 
the close of his public career, and now' the hon- 
ored depositary of his mortal remains, Ken- 
tucky, far more than Greece or South America, 
or any of her sifter states, is peculiarly interest: 
ed in perpetuating to the latest generation the 
memory of her patriot chief ! 

And, Mr. Speaker, while I entertain no ap- 
prehensions as to the fate of the pending meas- 
ure, permit me to remark that it would be a mat- 
ter of deep and general regret to the friends and 
admirers of Mr. Clay, should this appropriation 
be made by a mere party vote in a Kentucky Legis- 
lature. Such a result would be especially hu- 
miliating to the immediate family of the de- 
ceased, who have the holiest claims upon us to 
be saved and sheltered from such sorrow. But 
I will not anticipate such a result. 1 have not 
forgotten the uuanimity which prevailed int his 
assembly, a few days since, w hen resolutions 
respecting his memory were under considera- 
tion. Notwithstanding the contticting elements 
which necessarily enter more or le*s into the 
organization of every such body — the introduc- 
tion of those resolutions seemed at once to bring 
all hearts under the influence of one harmonious 
and universal impulse, to cast over all the spell 
of kindness, of brotherhood, of affectionate sym- 
pathy, as well as of sadness, aud without dis- 
tinction of party, each seemed emulous of strew- 
ing the brightest garlands upon the departed 
patriot’s grave. This was indeed gratifying to 
the political friends of the sainted dead, for it 
was a just aud generous acknowledgment on tin* 
part of his political^ opponents, that although 
they had differed from him as a partisan they 
were nevertheless prompt and proud to honor 
him as a patriot, aud to attest the general be- 
reavement by mingling their tears with ours 
over the tomb of the great paci/icutor. So let it 
be again. 

This appropriation is intended only to em- 
body the sense of the house, as then expressed, 
in a more substantial aud enduring form, and 
ought not to awaken any political asperity of 
feeling whatever. If what was then so elo- 
quently said of Mr. Clay by the opposing party 
be true, then indeed does he deserve this tribute 
at their hands. But, sir, this day itself — -.acred 
to tile memory of Washington — forbids the ex 
ercise of a party spirit. A lively spirit of na- 
tional fraternity, as well as of national glory, 
pervades our native laud to-day, and a thousand 
patriotic associations and glorious memories 
throng and thrill the patriot’s heart to the ex- 
clusion of all partisan selfish ness. ’Tis our na- 
tional sabbath — a day when the temple of Lib- 
erty is opened wide and religion aiul patriotism 
repair, hand in hand, to minister at her sacred 
altar; and surely there is none in this assembly 
who will be found, on such a day, bearing the 
flaming torch of political discord in his hand. 
’Tis an occasion, sir, when party spirit should 
lose a day, and all its discordant voices be 
hushed into one harmonious anthem of gratitude 
and praise; and tis meet, Mr. Speaker, that a 
portion of the day thus consecrated to him who 
was “first in war, first in peace, and first in the 
hearts of his countrymen,” should be devoted to 
the memory of another patriot who, with all 
the honors and emoluments of the Republic be- 
fore him, “ would rather be right than he Presi- 
dent .” But there is another consideration, 
which renders it peculiarly appropriate that this 
tribute should be paid to the memory of Mr. 
Clay on this auspicious and ever memorable 
day. It was on this day, sir, that his own de- 
voted son fell beneath the foemau’s stroke on 
the sanguinary field of Buena Vista — a martyr 
to his country 's cause. On that eventful day, 
when the shock of battle closed, his manly voice 
was heard above the clangor of trumpets and 
the clash of arms, rallying his Kentucky charge 
to deeds of noble daring, and. in the midst of 
the fearful conflict we find him still leading on, 
and encouraging his regiment, and infusing his 
own valor and enthusiasm throughout its serried 
ranks. But alas! when the “red field is won,” 
and the smoke of tho battle field lias cleared 
away, their intrepid leader is found by his 
brave compatriots in arms, a lifeless corse upon 
the plain, while the trembling turf is yet reeking 
with the noble blood which streamed from his 
gallant breast. To-day, Mr. Speaker, is the sev- 
en tli anniversary of that sanguinary contest, 
which gave to immortality the name of young 



Henry Clay; and while the disembodied spirit 

of tin- heroic u«ad is now pefehance leaning 
over us with anxious solicitude, can we, his 
countrymen, refuse to appropriate this paltry 
pittance to the memory ol ins illustrious sire, 
when the son himself, in obedience to his coun- 
try s call, did not hesitate to appropriate his young 
heart's blood to that country's service in a foreign 
land ? 

But, Mr. Speaker, aside from all the asssocia- 
tions of the day, and the circumstantial array 
of the occasion, which render it a befitting time 
to honor patriots, there is surely enough, quite 
enough, counected with the national reputation 
and public services of Henry Clay, and wholly 
disconnected from mere party politics, to au- 
thorize this humble tribute to his memory. His 
true and thorough republicanism of character; 
his lofty comprehensive and intrepid patriotism; 
his uncompromising resistance of despotic pow- 
er, and hi- earnest and life long vindication of 
human liberty and human rights, present a glo- 
rious platform of united action in regard to his 
memory, broad and liberal enough, it would 
seem, to unite all parties in polities, and to em- 
brace every portion of ouixmramou country. 

But, sir, wc arc not driven to the alternative 
of resting our appeal to the liberality of the 
State merely upon his general character as a 
statesman and patriots. His career has been 
especially signalized by great public services in 
limes of great public emergency, which, while 
they have attracted the wonder and admiration 
<»f the civilized World, have won Idrever the af- 
fectionate regard of hi* own countrymen, without 
distinction of parly. 

Look back, if you please, to that trying crisis 
in the history of our government, when the 
Congress of our infant Republic was alarmed 
and' panic-stricken , aud our whole people thrown 
into tumultuous coufusion and dismay, upon 
the application of Missouri for admission into 
the Union. Behold tho elements of political 
strife lashed into the wildest commotion, and 
our ship of State rudely torn from her moorings, 
find rustling furiously; without compass or pilot, 
upon the fatal reels of sectional dis* nsion! The 
republican faith of all is becoming weak and 
waverings and even the stoutest hearts are almost 
ready "to give up the ship.’* At this critical 
juncture, behold a dignified and majestic form 
appears at her mast's head, stilling the fierce 
tempest— -charming down the seething mass 
with his trumpet lougued eloquence, and finally 
conducting tfie rioble vessel and her distracted 
crew to a safe anchorage upon the constitution 
and laws of his country. A few years of tran- 
quility intervene, and again the dark* cloud of 
war i* seen gathering in the South, and brother 
seems ready to imbrue his hands in the blood of 
brother, and again we behold the same conserv- 
ative patriot stepping forward, like an angel of 
peace, rolling back the dark cloud of nullifica- 
tion. 4‘nntil the rainbow of reason appeared upon 
the horizon of South Carolina.” Quiet is again 
restored to our distracted country, and the pub- 
lic benefactor retires to the enjoyments of pri- 
vate life. But soon, alas! our political heavens 
are again overcast with a yet more fearful tem- 
pest. Political parasites are again preying upon 
the* vitals of the Republic and reveling in 
dreams of prospective triumph. An all-absorb- 
ing question of domestic policy has been press- 
ing forward for years, to a solemn decision in 
the sight of God and of all nations, and the hour 
of its decision has now come, and is shaking the 
country,. the constitution and the Union, as with 
the shaking of an earthquake. America is 
everywhere calling loudly upon her patriots to 
rally round the structure of her political organ- 
ization, and with uplifted hands, to stay the 
reeling fabric until the storm and convulsion 
are overpast. It is true, her council chamber is 
filled with able and eminent politicians; but the 
crisis calls for more than mere- politicians — it 
demands pure and enlightened, bold and con- 
servative statesmen; and especially does it call 
for such an one to stay and direct the heady cur- 
rent of popular impulse, and to become her 
leader throughout these troublous limes. She 
hesitates not a moment in her choice; there is 
one who ha* always stood in her council cham- 
ber like o giant i n the midst of a gigantic brood; 
and the eye, the hope, and the heart of the nation 
are at once directed, and fixed and centered upon 
the great Cincinnalits of the li es/. Aud by the 
common consent of all parties he is again sum- 
moned from his plough, to rescue the Republic 
from impending danger — to control tho wild 
phrenzy of fanatacism, on the one hand, and 
to rebuke the fierce spirit of misrule on the 4 other. 
! Occupying this fearfully responsible and delicate 
position, we behold him standing firm and seif- 
poised, like the proud condor on the rocks of 
Norway’s coast — defying with equal composure, 
the storms w hich raved and rent tho atmosphere 
above, ami the surging elements which towered 
and dashed* and* roared below. And although 
embarrassed and beset on every side with po- 
litical fanatics and unprincipled demagogues, 
his conservative counsel at length prevails, aud, 
‘•On Disunion's whirlwind loud 
He rides like an angel form 
And sets his glory in the cloud 
A halo of the stonu.” 

Thrice, sir, did this patriot interpose and thrice 
did he avert the catastrophe of the American 
Union; aud Mr. Speaker, when we contemplate 
our illustrious countryman in the moral sublim- 
ity of his character as the great American pacifi- 
cator, who, I would ask, cau refuse his homage 
or w ithhold this tribute to his memory! More 
especially, sir, when we reflect, that this last and 
crowning achievement of his senatorial career, 
was nothing less than the self-immolation of a 
patriot to save a distracted country from civil com- 
motion. From the passage of the Compromise 
measures of 1850 it was evident to all that death 
had selected his shining mark and that Mr. Clay 
must shortly die. His glorious mission upon 
earth was nobly consummated, and the pale 
messenger was despatched to becken him awy to 
an immortal theatre beyond the skies. When this 
messenger came, it found him, not in the re- 
tirement of Ashland and l n the bosom of his 
family, but at the post of duty, which a grate- 
ful country had assigned him. But sir, the 
| Christian patriot was prepared to receive tins 
dread messeuger as a w elcome guest. The great 
j Union battle had been fought and victory won, 
and sustained by that hope which hangs the 
promise of immortality on the tomb, the great 
; and good man calmly dies 

"Like one who wraps 
The drapery ol his couch around iiim. 

And lies down to pleasant dreams." 

I Yes, Mr. Speaker, the Sage of Ashiaud is no 
more! “That glorious orb, which for so many 
I years lias lighted our footsteps has set in death 
— the patriot, the statesman and the pliilanthro- 
i pist ha* sunk into the grave.” 

This mournful dispensation has been followed 
i by the wild wail of a grief stricken people 
throughout the length and breadth of the laud. 
; The whole nation has boeii clothed in mourning 
and bathed in tears. The lapse of time which 
usually brings consolation, has served only 
to chasten and to refine this spontaneous out- 
burst of grief into a holier and deeper feeling of 
sadness, which is still silently settling with its 
leaden weight Uf on the great popular heart uj the 
; Sutton. 

This is emphatically true of his own devoted 
State. Kentucky still mourns her loss and “re- 
fuses to be comforted because he is not.” She 
! looks around in vain upon her living host, to 
rind the similitude of her departed Clay. She 
misses his majestic form, his bland smile and 
eagle eye from the social walks of life. She 
misses his matchless skill, his intuitive genius 
and overpow ering eloquence from her profes- 
sional forum; and alas! she now misses, lor the 
first time, his w arning voice aud conservative 
counsel from the Senate chamber of the United 
j States. 

But though dead Mr. Speaker, our noble Clay 
is still a sccptered genius, and as such, he will 
continue to sway the American mind, , with an 
undying impulse, from his “mouldering urn.” 
The sentiments, the principles and the patriotism 
of Henry Clay are destined to influence the 
world of mind and the welfare of nations, until 
| the trump of the archangel shall w ake his i sleep- 
1 ing dust in the peaceful sepulchre where it now 
j reposes! And yet shall no sculptured column 
mark the resting place of this great civic hero? 
Shall the stranger, who may hereafter visit 
Ashiaud in quest of the tomb of Clay require 



the services of a guide to point out to him the little j 
green mound beneath which the patriot hero now j 
sleeps! Nay! Kentucky cannot — she will not 
refuse a'momuiu-ut to him whose character con- 
stitutes her own proudest monument.* She will 
assist in signalizing the place of his interment 
— the place chosen by himself, withiu her own 
borders, with a colossal monument, worthy of 
the State, worthy of the Nation, aud worthy of 
him whom it is intended to commemorate. 

Then . sir, let us vote this appropriation at once 
aud unanimously. It will give an impulse to 
the enterprise and inspire confidence in its ulti- 
mate success. The work will then be commenc- 
ed and I trust pushed to a speedy and glorious 
consummation. Let it be comqjenced too upon 
a most liberal and magnificent plan and erected 
by the most skillful and eminent artists. Aud 
should this appropriation and the contributions 
of private enterprise be insufficient for it* com- 
pletion, my word for it sir, Kentucky w ill vote 
another and yet another appropriation, if neces- 
sary, until a monument in memory of her noble 
sou, shall rise in majestic grandeur from her soil, 
and lilt its proud cap-stone far above the storiu- 
cloud and the tempest into live brighter, purer 
sunlight of Heaven. It will then, sir, be a be- 
fitting emblem of that lofty patriotism which 
! planting itself upon the eternal principles of 
I liberty, truth and justice, towered in peerless 
I majesty before an admiring world above the 
clouds and tempests of popular prejudice and 
passion until it became as it were, the radiating 
! point of Heaven’s own inspiration! And when 
| the traveler from distant lands, shall visit that 
monumental pile, aud there contemplate the 
character of Kentucky's great Republican , he will 
realize and respond to the sentiment of the 
poet. 

Land of the West! though passing brief the record of thine 
Age, 

Thou bust a name, that darkens all on history’s wide 
page, 

Lat all the blasts of fame ring out— thine is heard loud- 
est far 

Let others boast their satellites — thou hast the plankt 
star; 

Thou hast a name, whose characters of light shall ne’er 
depart.
